QUEEREST CHAPEL IN THE WORLD 


Special Cable. 


London, April !!.—In the very heart 
of this city, not far distant from the 
Marble Arch, there stands one of the 
strangest temples of worship in the 
whole world. It is called the Chapel 
of the Ascension, and it contains no 
pulpit, no aitar. no font, nor band of 
choristers. No services are held in it 
and no priest or minister crosses its 
threshold ex¢ept as a visitor. The chap 
el ts a place not of Christian routine 
and service. but simply where a man 
or woman may “rest awhile and com- 
mune with his own soul amid pictured 
walls,’ as the notice which hangs over 
the door says. 

The chapel is the idea of Mrs. Rus- 
sel Gurney, who, during her lifetime, 
was a member of one of the best known 
families in London. She received her 
inspiration from a smal] chapel in Flor- 
ence and conceived the idea of building 
a place of communion in the heart of 
(london, set apart for rest and filled 
with consecrated art. 

But, while the purpose of the chapel 
itself is unique, more remarkable still 
are the religious paintings that cover 
its walls from floor to céiling. For 
fourteen years Frederic Shields, the 
famous English painter and friend and 
contemporary of Ruskin, Dante, Ros- 
setti and Ford Madox Brown, has de- 
wmoted his whole time and thought to 
their execution. Although the ta&k is 
not yet complete, there are but few 
vacant spaces on the walls of the little 
building. Very nearly two hundred 
paintings, illustrating the Scriptures, 
have emanated from the fertile brain 
and gifted brush of this artist. 

The chapel was finished in 1/894 after 
considerable difficulty had been expe- 
rienced by Mrs. Gurney in finding a site 
that suited her. In that year Mr. 
Shields began work on his paintings. 
The little building has been open for 
a few weeks now to the general pub- 
lic. As one enters and looks around 
one may see the whole *story of the 
Bible, told by the pictures on the four 
walls. The scheme begins over the 
gallery arch with the creation of man, 
followed by the union of man and wom- 
an. Qn the south wall is pictured “The

Goodly Fellowship of the Prophets,” be- 
ginning with Enoch, caught up and de- 
livered from a violent world flowing 
with rivers of blood. ending with Mal- 


achi, who looks back on his predeces- 
sors, and points across the space of the 
chapel to the north wall to John the 
Baptist and his successors, “the Glo- 
rious Company of the Apostles."”

He took tae contract at so 
low a figure that he soon found that 
he was reduced to a bread and water 
diet. <A little later he executed some 
designs for an edition of ‘‘Vanity Fair,” 
which so pleased Ruskin, that he said to

“I do not know of any artist in Eng- 
land, who could have done these pic- 
tures but yourself. You may become 
more celebrated than any painter of 
the day.’

In every case an individual entered the

quantity of sulphate of quinine, and a 
bottle of “Dr. Henry's Mixture,’ Depot, 
124, Rie Montmartre, As the chemists 
hai never heard of “Dr. Henry's Mix- 
ture’ they asked the customers to Te- 
turn later, and in the meantime they 
sent messengers to the depot, where on 
payment of $2.50, they received the bot- 
tle mentioned in the prescription. 

But the customers did not return, and 
the chemists, on making a complaint to 
the police, discovered that they had been 
victimized by two swindlens who a 
couple of days ago had opened a shop 
in the Rve Mentmartre and stocked it 
with botties containing a transparent 
liquid which soK “like hot cakes.”’

TO PROTECT 


THEIR PURSES 


Special Cable. 

London, April 1|.—Led by the 
doughty Sir William Bull two hundred 
bold baronets and gallant knights have 
formed a league to fight a trust. The 
trust is not one of those monopolistic 
combinations devised to put up prices 
and increase dividends. In these money- 
grabbing days baronets and knights do 
not wage war against the Mammon of 
righteousness. Rather do they seek 
to make friends of it, and get in on the 
ground floor, where shares are to be 
had at the lowest rates. 

The particular trust at which they 
have thrown the gauge of battle is one 
that preys on baronets and knights 
alone. It is an attack on their private 
purses which has led the present- 
day representatives of ancient chivalry 
to buckle on the golden armor of mod- 
ern defense and take, metaphorically 
speaking, the field. 

It seems that in the old days when 
knighthood was in flower, and the best 
scrappers got the fattest jobs and high- 
est honors, all sorts of functionaries 
were entitled to claim various fees and 
perquisites from those who received 
dignities from their sovereigns. Very 
likely, too, the sovereigns themselves 
got an ample rake off from these pay- 
ments. But in modern times these offi- 
Clal parasites have been gradually 
weeded out, generally by paying them 
a lump sum down to relinquish their 
claims. The late government was par- 
ticularly generous in thus relieving the 
well-to-do victims of the custodians of 
ancient privileges by casting the bur- 
den on the British taxpayer. 

One functionary, however, refused to 
surrender, for a cash consideration, the 
right to exact toll of the recipients of 
new honors, probably because the cash 
consideration was not high enough. 
That functionary was the heritable 
usher of Scotland. Who was the origi- 
nal heritable usher nobody knows, Nor 
does anybody know for what service the 
right was conferred upon him and his 
descendants to impose a tax on baro- 
nets and knights. Very likely some im- 
pecunious Scotch monarch created the 
office for a cash consideration. And 
after the act of union, by which Scot- 
the heritable 
usher of Scotland got his jurisdiction 
extended to include the whole of the 
United Kingdom. 

After refusing the offer-of.the con- 
servative government the last heritable 
usher sold his rights to the toll to a 
trust known as the Walker trustees. 
Under British law such bartering of

“Sir—As factor and commissioner for 
the Walker trustees, incorporated by 
act of parliament, holders of the office 
of heritable usher of Scotland, and en- | 
titled to the fees of honors pertaining 
thereto, as the same are specific in the 
‘various charters of the said office and 
relative statutes ratifying the same, I 
have the honor to inform you that the 
sum of £3 6s 8d became due by you in 
respect of your creation as a Knight 
of the United Kingdom. 

‘On behalf of the Walker trustees I 
have further to request that you will 
have the goodness to make payment to 
me of the said sum of £3 6d 8d at your 


convenience. 

“IT have the honor to be your obedient | 

servant, WILLIAM ROBERTSON, 
“Factor and Commissioner.’’ 

Every baronet whose title went no 
further back, got a similar letter, but 
the baronets, as the possessors of a 
higher dignity, were asked to shell out 
£5 ($25) apiece. 

In the last four years no less than two 
hundred baronéets have been created by 
the king. In most cases the recipients 
of these honors have paid big prices for 
them—far more than they would have 
been required to pay in the good old 
days when titles were openly sold. In 
those days the money went to the king. 
In these days the money goes to the 
party war chest, and the king gets 
nothing. He simply confers the dignity 
in obedience to the behest of his mas- 
ter, for the time being, the prime min- 
ister. It has been openly stated in par- 
liament that towards the conclusion of 
the Balfour ,jregime a peerage fetched 
as much as $750,000, and baronetcies 
and knighthoods anything from $50,000 
to $150,000; the money, after deducting 
a liberal percentage as commissioner to 
the middlemen or middlewomen who ar- 
ranged the transactions, going to the 
political fund. It is one of those sean- 
dals which will never be subjected to 
investigation while the two present 
politica] parties are alone competing 
for power because they both play the 
game the same way, and are equally 
interested in preventing exposure. 

Having paid high for their titles the 
baronets and knights naturally resented 
this additional demand to shell out. 
The amounts involved aré comparatively 
small; it is the principle concerned 
which moves them to an outburst of 
righteous indignation. It is something 
of the same feeling which moves Amer- 
ican patrons of certain English hostel- 
ries to resent the charges made for 
petty extras. And so the bold baronets 
and gallant knights have decided to 
defy the trust that has bought out the 
heritable usher of Scotland and contest 
its claims in the courts.

While there are 562,349 permanent 
places in London county council schools 
for an average attendance of 504,335, 
there are only |50,999 permanent places 
in non-provided schools for an average 
of 153,014. The overcrowding in the 
non-provided schos¢ is bei-~ dealt with 
by the stoppage of further admissions 
in many cases. 

The average attendance at the public 
elemetnary schools is improving, and 
increases have been taking place dur- 
ing the past ten years. The London 
county cotincil schools are able to show 
amuch better average attendance than 
non-provided schools, the respective 
figures being 89.3 against 8669. 

In special centers and residential 
homes the county council provides edu- 
eation for 10,920 blind, deaf and other- 
wise defective children. Of the total, 
6.848 children are mentally defective, 
and 2.988 physically defective. 

Another interesting part of the coun- 
cil’s education work is performed by 
fifteen attendance officers, whose spe- 
celal duty it is to dea! with children 
found during school hours in streets, 
markets, railway stations, etc. These 
officers found in the streets, during 
1907. 19,924 children under the age of 
i4 years. Certain parts of London are 
patrolled by attendance officers at 
night with very satisfactory results, 
the object being. of course, ,.to rescue

BEARING ON THE CAMPAIGN 


One Deals With the Situation from a Labor Standpoint. 
Judge Freeman in the Other, Discusses the 
Popular Vote Plan. 


Editor Constitution: There has re- 
cently appeared in the press a commu- 
nication from Mr. Jasper Wylding. who 
signs himself “A Waycross Union 
Man," in which he yndertakes to out- 
line some of the benefits that have been 
conferred on union tabor by Governor 
Hoke Smith and his edministration. 

Were it not for the elongated signa- 
ture and the information contained in 
the head lines to his letter proclaiming 
him a “labor leader,”’ I should very 
much doubt Mr. Wylding’s being even 
remotely oonnected with any branch 
of organized labor. : 

It seems that Mr. Wrylding’s defense of 
Hoke Smith was drawn out by the published 
Statement of Mr. J. H. Posteil, who under- 
took to voice the protest_of his fellow untion- 
iste at Macon against the radical policy of 
the Smith administration. Mr. Wylding is 
emphatio in his denial that either Mr. Postell 
or the Macon labor unions have the right to 
speak for organized labor in Georgia; so after 
relegating Mr. Postell and Macon to the rear, 
I presume it is proper to look to Waycross 
and Mr. Wyiding for further light on the 
Subject. 

I have given Mr. Wylding’s letter a very 
careful reading in the hope that I might find 
some tangible argument to justify his claims 
for Governor @mith, but am frank to say 
that my search has been a fruitless one. Per- 
haps the blame for this lies on my side, so I 
am going to charge it up sgainst my faulty 
reasoning. 

However, notwithstanding this acknowledged 
falling of mine, I am going to single out what 
appears to me to be the three distinguished 
features of Mr. Wylding’s remarkable effort.

EXjitor Constitution: Complaint is 
made that the executive committee in 
the abolition of the delegate system 
have weurped authority and committed 
a great mistake. It fs claimed that it 
deprives the smaller counties of some 
of their power. 

This question was fully discussed in 
1905 amd 1906, and it appeared that the 
sentiment for the change prevailed and 
the executive committee have acted ac- 
cordingly. They have given us a dem- 
ocratic system, pure and simple. 

In March, 1906, I published an article in 
The Constitution, advocating this system, and 
Hon. M. J. Yeomans, then chairman of the 
executive committee, replied and contended 
that the change would take from small coun- 
tles some of their power and at the same 
time would perl! the temperance cause. He 
also contended that it wag a violation of the 
spirit of the constitution. Instead of writing 
an answer to the same contention now, I clip 
from the reply I made in The Journal and 
Constitution as follows: ~° 

‘“‘Now let us look at the position taken by 
those who oppose a general primary as set 
out in fhe interview of the honored onair- 
man of our executive committee In the forst 
Place, these objections are out harmony 
with the principles of democracy. Democracy 
means the rule of the majority, a govern- 
ment by the people. It means the adoption 
of laws by the will of a majority of the 
people and the nomination and election of 
candidates by a majority of the sovereigns 
@S e@eXpressed by the ballot box. And the peo- 
pie, the whole people, whether they live in 
populous cities or the rural districts, can 
saiely be trusted in the premises. 

“Can it be that the democrats of any coun- 
ty wish to have more power in these mat- 
tere than the numerical strength ag compared 
with that of other counties would justify? 

“This position meang to go back to the 
court Bouse and district caucuses and meet- 
ings. 

“Thirty years ago, Coweta county 
twelve districta, and each district had 
right to send to the county convention 
Uele, ates, 

“406 Newnaa district had 600 voters 
Senvla had JW. ‘cine tiurricane district nad 
some Lfilty, and some others iess than one 
hundred. 1 offered in one of our conven- 
tions @ resolution to the eifect that each dis- 
trict should have a vote in the convention in 
proportion to the numerical strength. 

“The delegates from the small districts ob- 
jected on tne ground that that would take 
away from them their strength. This was 
admitted, while it was contended that it was 
fair and right, and democratic to the core. 
Will any one contend for a moment that it 
was right to allow fifty votera ag much 
power as 800 or 500, and for no other rea- 
gon than that they live in a certain locality 
and within a territory of that county sur- 
rounded by {makinary lines? Are not all 
candidates for county offices end members 
of the legislature now nominated by pri- 
maries without the aid of the delegate and 
county convention? The votes polled in the 
Various precincts are consolidated and the re- 
Sult declared by county executive committees. 
The state is broken up into counties, and the 
counties into districts. If the vote of the 
whole county is consolidated to get the voice 
of the peoplé on purely county matters, why 
should n the votes cast in al] the counties 
be consolidated to get the voice of the peo- 
ple on a matter that ie gtate wide? 

“The objecUon appeals to our selfishness 
and arrays one class of democrats against 
another. What is the argument? Why, it 
is this: The democrats of a very small coun- 
ty g&ay we have more power than legitimately 
belongs to us, according to the principles of 
pure democracy, but we living in the rural 
districts, and you in the large or small cities 
are not worthy to be trusted with the power 
that your numerical strength justifies, for 
the reason that you will not act right in the 
use of that power, either from ignorance or 
corruption. 

‘“Just think of guch a contention, backed up 
with such an insinuation and slur upon fel- 
low-democrats. Echols county, with her 600 
votes, under our present system, has one- 
third of the power of Fulton with her 15,000 
votes. Thirty times the voting strength, and 
only three times as influential in a conven- 
tion! Would the people of Echols, in this day 
of progress and enlargement, claim that that 
is right and fair? I will never believe that 
the electors of the smaller counties wil] in- 
sist on holding to a power to which they 
know they are not entitled. I have too much 
confidence in the sense of justice and fair 
dealing of our fellow-democrats to believe 
they will contend for this. 

“THe framers of our constitution did not 
deal with this question. They had nothing to 
do with how the various parties would nomi- 
nate their candidates for office. They had 
to do with the number of members of the 
house and ‘ate and how they sholld be 
elected. But v did not deal with the man- 
ner of nomina \ them, nor as to how the 
candidates for ,  rnor and other state offi- 
cers should be nominated. 

‘But when these last named officers were 
to be elected this should be done by con- 
solidating the votes of all the counties. If 
they should be elected this way. why should 
they not be nominated in the same way? In 
this way the large cities get the full weight 
of their great numbers under our laws and 
constitution. If an effort was being made 
to give the larger counties a greater number 
of members in the house of representatives 
and senate, then you could talk about the 
purpos@ of the framers of the constitution in 
fixing the members as they are now. Suppose 
that the six largest counties in the state 
should agree upon a candidate that would 
not deal fairly with the rest of the state and 
try to nominate him. [In the first place the 
cities are jealous of each other. and they 
could not agree, and they would not attempt 
it, and tf they did the rest of the state 
would stand against that candidate and the 
cities would meet with defeat. , 

“No. that contention will not pass muater, 
and when the fair-minded chairman of our 
executive sommittee has thoroughly weighed 
the matter he doubtless will reach the same 
conclusion. 

‘Then, the alx largest citfes in Georgia pay 
a large proportion of our taxes and {t comes 
with poor grace for us to charge that they 
cannot be safely trusted with the power in 
naming our candidates, to which these num- 
bers entitle them. 

‘This appeal to our selfishness may lead 
some to contend for an endeavor to hold that 
which {s unfair for a time, but that which 
i« just and fair, even though it be fn politics, 
will eventually succeed. Give the neople time 
to weigh and discuss and they will sooner or 
later come to see the truth and the right, 
and thev will accept {t. and repudiate that 
which gives them political power, {f it he un- 
fair to hold it. : 

“The masses love truth and fustice, and 
they will search for them. Hense it fs con- 
fidently expected that in the near future the 
party will adont this proposed change. The 
resolution offered to the Coweta convention 
thirty years ago was voted down, for this 
selfish reason. But the seed of a reformation 
was then sowed and in the course of a few 
veara they were led {nto the light. and thev 
adonted the present system of a county orif- 
mary. which is far hetter in everv way than 
the vlan proposef by said resolutfion.’’

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“IVY” EXCHANGE 
IN USE TODAY 


Phones Numbers Not to Be 
Changed for the 
| Present, 


The new Auburn avenue exchange 
of the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph company, to be known as the 
“Ivy” Exchange, was placed in opera- 
tion last night at midnight. The work 
of cutting over the North Exchange in- 
to the Ivy Exchange, began at that 
hour, and will be completed early to- 
day. All telephones of this company, 
which have formerly been operated 
through the North Exchange, will now 
terminate in the Ivy Exchange. So far 
as the subscriber is concerned, the situ- 
ation remains the same with reference 
to calling numbers. It will not be 
necessary to call numbers differently 
from the method now observed, the 
prefix “Ivy” not being put in use until 
the new directory is issued. 

The moving of the North Exchange 
bodily into the Ivy Exchange, involved 
@ great amount of work and employed 
the services of a large force of tele- 
phone experts, who worked night and 
day. The midnight hour wag selected 
in order that service might be inter- 
fered with as little as possible. * The 
work progressed satisfactorily last 
night, and the indications are that 
there will be very little trouble on 
telephones. Whatever Interference to 
service does occur will be temporary, 
and will be corrected promptly. It Is 
stated by experts in charge of the 
work, that they do not anticipate even 
the slightest trouble. 

The opening of the new exchange is 
the result of the rapid development of 
the telephone business in Atlanta. The 
building is provided with the most 
modern equipment known to the art of 
telephony, and the new’ switchboard, 
which was placed in service last night, 
ig said to be one of the finest ever con- 
structed. This switchboard provides 
facilities for a large number of addi- 
tional subscribers, and will enable the 
company to give a telephone service 
as nearly perfect as is possible. 

The operation of the new exchange 
will involve the changing of the num- 
bers of quite a few telephones, and a 
great many stations now in the main 
exchange will be transferred to the 
Ivy Exchange. This work will be done 
gradually and in such a manner as to 
cause as little inconvenience to sub- 
scribers as possible. No changes of 
numbers were made last night, and no 
telephone now in the main exchange 
has been transferred to the Ivy Ex- 
change. 

It is stated by telephone officials 
that whatever chatges are made are 
absolutely necessary for the good of 
the service, and will result in as much 
benefit to the subscriber as to the 
company. The crowded portions of t' 3 
switchboards in the main exchange will 
be relieved, and the result will be an 
improvement in the already excellent 
service. 

Simultaneously ‘with the changes in 
numbers, and the transfer of stations 
from the Main Exchange to the Ivy 
Exchange, a new directory will be is- 
sued, and promptly delivered, so that 
absolutely no inconvenience will re- 
sult to the subscribers. ¢ 

Particular attention is called by the 
Telephone company to the fact that 
until the new directory is issued, it 
will not be necessary. to change the 
method of calling numbers formerly 
in the North Exchange. By giving the 
prefix ‘“‘North,”’ as heretofore, the prop- 
er number will be secured.

OTHER PARK SYSTEMS ARE 


COMPARED TO ATLANTA’S| 


Atlanta Park Commission Has Fewer Employees and 
Smaller Fund, Considering Acreage, Than Any 


war re eve 


Other City of Equal Size. 


By Dan Carey, Clerk to Park Com- 
mission. Second Article. 


If any one wants proof of the fact 
that Atlanta’s parks are less satisfy- 
ing and less beautiful than those of 
other sections, he can find it in just 
one circumstance which leaves no room 
for doubt. 

As you will doubtless remember, I 
told you last Sunday nat the park 
movement is only about fifteen years 
old, and that in !886 there were only 
twenty large rural parks in the United 
States, of which our own Grant park 
was one. During the last three or 
four months I have read a number of 
books on parks and their development, 
and have studied the annual reports 
of @ great many park departments. 
Numerous cities are favorably men- 
tioned in these books and reports be- 
cause of their endeavors to have and 
maintain beautiful parks.. Despite the 
fact that it was among the first twenty 
in the United States, I have feiled to 
find one single word about Grant park 
or even passing mention of Atlanta as 
among those cities which are develop- 
ing parks. 

Now, what does that Indicate? It 
clearly means that of the uundreds of 
thousands of visitors who have been 
entertained during the mnundreds of 
conventions held here, no one hase been 
sufficiently impressed by the beauty 
of our parks and by the earnestness 
of our endeavor to improve them to 
mention us in his home city that his 
own parks might gain the benefit of 
our experience. As a city of commer- 
cial enterprise and tall buildings ours 
is spoken of, but as a city of handsome 
streets and beautiful parks it is not 
even mentioned. 


Parks in Other Cities. 


On the other hand, what traveler 
from Atlanta fails to tell upon his re- 
turn of the beautiful parks hc has 
seen? Who has not heard from such 
sources of Baltimore’s Druid Hills, of 
New York's Central and Bronx parks, 
of Brooklyn's Prospect park, of De- 
tioit’s Belle Island park, of Chicago's 
Lincoln park, of San Francisco's Gold- 
en Gate park, of Denver City park, 
of Lowell's Fort Hill park, of New 
Haven’s East Rock park, of The Fens 
and Franklin and Marine of Boston, 
of New Orlean’s Audubon park, of 
Springfield’s Forest park, and of the 
parks of Memphis, Tenn., where the 
equirrels and the pigeons are so tame 
that they eat froin the hands of those 
who care to feed them? 

We have built as did the builders of 
the Tower of Babel: we have lifted 
brick and mortar and steel and money 
high into the air that all might see 
the glory of our city; but what have 
we done to soften the temper of our 
people? What have we done towards 
giving a chance to the lungs agd 
bodies of the NMttle children of the 
poor? What havc we cone towards 
providing rest and enjoyment and re- 
creation for the tired bodies and weary 
minc: that work all day tn the mils 
and factories, the shops and stores. 

We have filled our air with smoke 
and soot and have provided scantily 
for the maintenance of the warehouses 
for pure air; we have stopped the sing- 
ing of our birds with the hoarse 
goreams of our factory whistles 
and have not offered inducements to 
the people to seek the quiet of our 
city parks; we have trampled under 
foot the wild flowers with which a gen- 
erous nature endowed us and have not 
replaced them with our hot house 
plants; we have stopped the music of 
the brooks in our parks by building 
sewers in them and we Nave given no 
recompense; we nave cut down the 
beautiful undergrowth peculiar to the 
south and have not replaced it with 
sufficient shrubbery; we have erected 
houses on what were once the play- 
grounds of the children and have forced 
them into the streets or stuffy rooms, 
but we have not thought enough of 
them to save a single playground. 

No wonder, indeed, tnat Atlanta is 
ignored by the writers on the subject 
of parks and playgrounds. We ought 
tu thank them for their silence. 


Necessity for Action, 


You will remember that I told you 
last week of my hesitancy in writing 
or this subject. Now you know the 
reason. I believe when the people real- 
ize how far behind other cities At- 
lanta is in the matter o¢€ parks they 
will awaken to the importance of do- 
ing something at once. As it is man- 
ifestly impossible to speak individually 
tc each one of you upon this subject 
I have addressed you in this manner. 

Now, who or wilat is responsible for 
the condition of tnose parks which we 
have, and for the failure to provide 
sufficient parks and Playgrounds? 
Neither the park commission nor its 
employees is responsible, because they 
are doing everything in their power io 
improve your paras, although working 
with a limited appropriation of a little 
more than $2!,000, which is $12,000 less 
than the appropriation of 1907. This 
amount, of course, does not include the 
appropriations for the cyclorama or 
zoo, which naturally do not belong 
under the head of park development, 
but it does {nclude the appropriation 
of $1,200 for music. 

Let us zo into detalis for a moment. 
Atlanta now has Piedmone park, con- 
taining 185 acres, the L. P. Grant park, 
of 145 acres, and seven little parks rep- 
resenting about twelve acres. We 
therefore have about 342 acres of park 
lands, which does not iInciude at all 
the parkway on North Boulevard, 
which j@ ten feet wide and about 9,000 
feet long. including both sides of the 
street. Neither does it include the 
trees of the city, which the park com- 
mission must care for. Now, to care 
for these 342 acres, the park commis- 
Sion has sixteen men. It must also 
be remembered that the acreage is not

widely separated parts of the city. 

Six of these men are supposed to keep 
the 185 acres of Piedmont park in con- 
dition, do the enormous amount of con- 
struction work required there and 
make itt a thing of beauty for you and 
your children. The.remaining ten men 
are supposed to keep the 157 acres in 
eight different parks in conditfon. 

Such a condition is ridiculous and 
would be ludicrous if it were not so 
pitiful. Why, you neturally ask, does 
not the park commission employ more 
men? The answer is that the money 
has not been provided. 


Some Statistics. 


Now, bear in mind that Atlanta parks 
contain 342 acres; that sixteen men are 
employed in them, and- thet the ap- 
propriation this year is about $2!,000. 
Let us compare with this cities of the 
size of Atlanta, but remember that the 
cities which I will mention nave done 
nearly all the construction wérk In 
their parks and they are now doing 
little else than maintaining them.

Park Department Crippled, 


You must readily realize from such 
figures as these that your park depart- 
ment js so cripped financially as to pre- 
vent it from doing those things for the 
improvement of your parks which are 
necessary and which have already been 
provided in other cities for the enjoy- 
ment and the education of the people. 

I speak of education because pleas- 

ure and recreation are not the sole pur- 
poses of parks. Beautiful areas. with 
flowers and shrubs and trees and brooks 
and birds and grass, exert a refining and 
helpful influence on human natures, 
and their effects will be known and 
mrore fully realized in the generations 
that are yet to inhabit the earth. 
Some may be #0 narrow as to think 
foolish to spend our time and money 
in preparing for future generations, but 
the men who are working on your 
parks do not think so, and the world 
does not think so. If everyone lived 
only for his own enjoyment and his 
Own pleasure, this would be a very un- 
satisfactory existence. 

Somewhere I have read of a man who 
was very unhappy, who was dissatis- 
fied with life. He thought that riches 
would make him happy. He accumulat- 
©d a vast hoard, but found that he had 
been mistaken. Thien he tried study, 
but knowledge did not satisfy him. He 
turned to work, but tired his body to 
no avail. Then he concluded that health 
was happiness, but when science had 
restored it to him, he bearned that 
that, too, had been in vain. One day 
he found a ragged little girl with a 
dirty face, gazing through the window 
of a store at the toys. Acting on the 
impulse of the moment he bought a doll 
for her, and when he saw how happy 
he had made her, his eyes welled up 
with. tears and his heart overflowed 
with sympathy. He had found that 
which he had sought. He learned that 
riches and knowledge and work and 
health had been selfish pleasures, and 
that true happiness js obtained only by 
making others happy. 


Where Playgrounds Are Needed. 


Why someone who can afford to do 
eo does not buy a playground for the 
little children of the Decatur gtreet dis- 
trict, or in the fifth ward, or in the 
crowded sections of the first or second 
wards, I do not know. I do know. how- 
ever, that such gifts are made by 
wealthy men of other cdties and ‘that 
these playgrounds are maintained by 
the city government. There is a goldea 
opportunity for such works of philan- 
thropy in Atlanta at this time. 

In his last annual report Mr. Charles 
A. Whittet, general superintendent of 
the parks of Lowell, Mass., in speaking 
of the healthful recreation and rest of 
parks, regardless of wealth or condi- 
tion, says: 

“No mother need stand outside the 
fence, thinking bitter thoughts as she 
looks through the chinks and gees some 
other mother’s baby luxuriating in a 
private garden. Her baby, too, can poll 
on the grass and gather strength from 
Mother Earth. The wealth of millions 
serves her babyg Shame on the man 
who complains of park taxation. What 
is momey against childhood and the 
comforts of motherhood? No barefoot- 
ed boy need stand on the hot pave- 
ment and see other boys, no better than } 
he is, playing where he dare not, be- 
cause he is poor. hTe park is his play- 
ground, and his bat and ball are as 
dignified as the costliest plaything in 
the rich child’s nursery.”’ 7 

There is a remedy for the deplorable 
conditions that are at present operating 
against the parks of the people in At- 
lanta, and on next Sunday I shall tel] 
you what this remedy is, basing my con- 
clusiong upon the experience of other 
cities where parks are beautiful and 
playgrounds plentiful

In the second of a series of articles relating to Atlanta’s park system and 
its needs, published in The Constitution this morning, Dan Carey, clerk to 
the park commission, makes some interesting comparisons with the park 
improvement work in other cities of approximately Atlanta’s size, which can 
hardly be placed to the credit of this city. 

In fact, considering Atlanta’s‘ park acreage, appropriation and number of 
empljoyees, we are just about at the foot of the list. : 

For illustration, take Albany, N. Y., whose park acreage is but little less 
than that of Atlanta, 306 and 342 being the respective pumber of acres of 
each. Albany’s annual park appropriation is $67,300; Atlanta’s is $21,387. 
Albany employs 100 men in the care and improvement of her parks; Atlanta 
employs but 16. Albany has one man to a fraction over three acres; Atlanta, 
one man to more than twenty-one acres. 

It needs little imagination to picture the difference in results that can 
be attained in the two park systems. Analysis of similar figures. from almost 
every city of Atlanta’s proportions given, shows results and possibilities far 
in advance of what we are doing. 

Admitting the need and importance of an adequate system of parks 
which is, in fact, a matter beyond dispute, the conclusion is inevitable. At- 
lanta is not only lacking in these valuable breathing spaces in certain con- 
gested sections, but {s behind hand in providing facilities for the proper care 
and attention that should be bestowed upon them. 

It is to be hoped that a genuine and widespread interest in the movement 
will be aroused among the citizens of Atlanta, for such a public interest 
cannot fail to be reflected in the future progress and development of this 
valuable municipal institution. 

It is gratifying that visitors to Atlanta returning home, commend our 
business energy and progressive commercial spirit. 

It would greatly strengthen the commendation could they, at the same 
time, ask with an enthusiasm borne of admiration, ‘‘Have you seen Atlanta’s 
parks?”

Announcing for President. 

Though there may be good reason 
for it, it seems just a little bit mys- 
terious why active candidates for 
presidential nominations are so strong: 
ly opposed to making open announce- 
ment of their political aspirations. 

It is so with no other office in the 
gift of the people. Candidates for 
governor, United States senator and 
practically all other offices publish 
openly avowal of their purpose to ask 
the suffrages of their fellow citizens. 
Perhaps we should except from this 
list the office of vice president, for 
which no one, nowadays, is ever a 
candidate. 

For some reason Governor John A. 
zohnson, of Minnesota, believes it 
improper for any citizen to announce 
'kis candidacy for a presidential nom- 
ination. Governor Johnson says: 


I do not believe that any American 
citizen should be an active, open can- 
didate for the nomination to the pres- 
idency. 


Whether certain American citizens 
known to be candidates, though not 
SO announced, agree with Governor 
Johnson or not, it is, nevertheless, a 
fact that they are occupying an os- 
tensibly receptive attitude toward the 
object of their known ambitions. 

But why should it be so? We can 
ccnceive of no good reason why a 
cundidate for a presidential nomina- 
tion should not publish to the people 
the announcement of his intention to 
stand for it. 

There is nothing lacking in dignity 
about it, if the announcement itself 
be dignified, and the idea that so high 
an office should rather seek the man, 
in theory, is no 
more followed out in practice than if 
the candidate came out in the open 
and published to the world, “I seek 
the nomination.” 

In the list of: those in past cam- 
paigms who have not hesitated to 
make it known that they were active, 
open and avowed candidates for the 
nomination are mentioned Andrew 
Jackson, Zachary Taylor, William 
Henry Harrison, James Buchanan, 
Abraham Lincoln, U. 8S: Grant, Grover 
Cieveland and others. 

But in recent years there seems to 
have grown up an aversion to making 
open avowal of candidacy for a pres- 
idential nomination. So deep-rooted 
bas it become that it is voiced in the 
expression of Governor Johnson, who 
appears to regard it as an impropriety. 
Such candidacy in these days is 
known not by direct expression from 
the known candidate, but indirectly 
from his friends and active adherents, 
who manipulate the boom while the 
actual candidate smiles, takes care of 
his record, jollies the country and 
‘keeps himself in the limelight. 

The plan may help to keep up in- 
terest, but it is difficult to see where 
anything could be lost, and there is 
rometimes much that might be gained 
by the frank avowal, “I am a candi- 
cate.”’

Mistakes in Fertilizing Cotton. 

Editor Constitution: 
thig great American semaine oo 
has been produced chiefly by the uee of 
commercial fertilizers. 

The occurrence of Serious mistakes is 
fertilizing the crop, on which farm pros. 
perity is so dependent. ig quite com: 
mon. 

Lint, the part of the crop marketed 
makes comparatively small demands on 
the soil. This fact explains why these 
serious mistakes iin Practice do not 
Prrove disastrous though cutting so ge- 
riously into possible profits. 

Relation between fertilizer and yield 
ie the first cause for mistakes in prac: 
tice. 

Recognizing that the crop is increased 
by the use of fertilizers, a great many 
planters get a very mistaken idea of 
the possibilities from the use of fertil- 
izers. They believe, for instance, that 
dowbling the Quantity of fertilizer used 
will double the crop. 

Thig result is possible, but often 
wholly out of reach. Such expectations 
lead to disappointment, and throw dis. 
credit on commercial fertilizers as 68 
class. The trouble is really in the per- 
s0n who uses them. A few simple facts 
should be of value to such users. 

The return from the fertilizer depends 
on the conditions under which ie i 
used. 

A healthy normel animal ts able te 
extract full value from its food. An an- 
imal out of condition may recet ve Mit 
tle benefit from its food. In similas 
ways & g00d, well prepared soi] is in 
condition to use fertilizer to full advan- 
tage, and return crops in proportion. 

It is utterly useless tO expect a shal- 
tow, improperly Prepared sofl to yield 
large crops simply because of large ap- 
plications of fertildzers. The soil must 
first be gotten into condition for Mb. 
eral fertilizing and heavy cropping, 
Deep breaking and thorough pulverisz. 
ing are the first and indispensable steps 
toward this end. 

Phosphate and guano are terms used 
indiscriminately by many cotton gTOW- 
ers. The prosphate or guano idea is re- 
sponsible for much error in the use of 
fertilizers. The idea is conmmmon that 
one or the other of these names implies 
a complete fertilizer, the use of which 
is all that is needed to produce good 
yields of cotton. 

The fact is that neither is a complete 
fertilizer or specially adapted to the 
cotton crop. Depending on one or the 
other of these materials is one of the 
most common and serious mistakes in 
cotton fertilizing. 

“Phosphate,” really acid phosphate, 
contains but one of the three plant 
foods needed by crops. This one, phos- 
Phoric acid, is required by cotton in less 
quantity than either of the others. 

“Guano” is a wholly indefinate term. 
Tt is usually applied to the most com- 
mon and lowest grade of mixed ferti}- 
izers. Often one of the three essentials 
ig entirely absent. Frequently only 1 
per cent of either ammonia or potash ts 
present. Seldom iis there more than 2 
per cent of either of these plant fonds. 
The bulk of the mixture consists of 
acid phosphate, the phosphoric § acid 
present commonly running from 8 to !0 
per cent. 

The mistake In their use lies in the 
belief that they are goed cotton ferti!- 
izers, supplying all the plant food re- 
quired by the crop. Really they are very 
deficient. 

They should be supplemented by the 
se of cotton seed meal, for ammonia, 
and either kainit or muriate of potash 
for potash. The proportion of either of 
these materials used must depend on the 
character of the soil. As a rule, gray 
lands and bottom lands need more pot- 
ash; red lands require a larger propor. 
tion of ammonia. 

An ordinary guano sold as a 10-1-! 
brand will nearly always be a much 
more profitable investment if suppie- 
mented by about 20 pound, of cotton- 
seed meal and & pounds of murtate of 
potash for each 100 pounds of “guano” 
used. 

Kainit as specific. This potash salt is 
an almost certain prevention of rust 
or Dlight. This cotton disease is con- 
fined almost entirely to sandy lands. 
iM is therefore on sandy sotls that the 
benefit, of kainit are most noticeabdie. 

As a result of these facts, many 
planters have come to look upon kainit 
as @ epecific for cotton, a natural fer- 
tilizer for cotton, particularly on Mzght 
soils. As a matter of fact it is potash 
which works most of the benefit. ‘The 
particular form in which potash ie used 
ie not important. 

Muriate of potash containg more than 
four times as much potash as does 
kainft. Tt does not cost nearly four 
times as much, yet by its use three- 
quarters of the labor, freight and han- 
dling are saved. 

The use of kainit instead of muriate 
of potash ts one of the mistakes in cot- 
ton fertilizing most easily and profit- 
ably changed. 

Relation between weed and fruit. It 
is @ common complaint that cotton 
“ung to weed instead of fruit.” This 
applies particularly to crops grown on 
bottom lands. Many growers believe 
that this condition may be corrected, 
but In the method of correction mis- 
take ig frequent. 

The most common method of counter- 
acting this tendency in certain soils is 
to stop fertidging. This is a serious 
mistake. The trouble does not come 
from the amount of fertilizer used, but 
from the kind. The proper correction 
should not. He in stopping the use of 
fertilizer, but in changing the compo- 
sition of the fertilizer. 

The trouble is due.to the excess of 
ammonia. The remedy lies in using 
mineral plant food sufficient to balance 
the emmonia in such soils. The result 
would be to bring the yield of fruit up 
to the yield of weed. 

Commercial fertilizer usually contains 
an excess of phosphoric acid. The one 
material needed to make the plant food 
character of these soils properly bali- 
anced ig potash. Doubling the potash 
content of the fertilizer used wil) usu- 
ally entirely correct this running to 
weed. 

The use of 25 to 50 pounds of muriate 
of potash per acre on such lands will 
usually result in making the yield of 
lint correspond to the growth of weed. 

These mistakes all result from mis- 
taken ideas as to the nature of the 
crop or soil, They are often costly. 
They are all possible of simple correc- 
tion. Thig means that cotton crops may 
be easily made more profitable on many 
farms.

Georgian Likely to Be Nomi- 
nated for President by 
Prohibitionists.

TO RAISE RATE 


State Road Would Return to 
Three-Cent 
Basis, 


The Western and Atlantic railroad, 
better known as the State road, wants 
ite passenger rate increased from 2 
cents a mile to the former rate of 3 
cents a mile. 

There has been filed with the railroad 
commission of Georgia a petition signed 
by the lessees of this road, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Rail- 
way Company, asking that the former 
rate, which was in effect up to Septem- 
ber | of last year,. be restored. 

The commission- has granted the 
courtesy. of a public hearing on this 
vital question, and has named April 15 
as the time when the petition its to 
come up. 

The radlway company insists that on 
account of the reduction in passenger 
rates the revenues of the road have 
gradually gone down, and, in order to 
pay the operating expenees and inter- 
est on ite investment a higher rate is 
absolutely necessary. 

It ise recalled that during last sum- 
mer the railroad commission of Georgia 
issued a circular reducing the rates on 
a majority of the roads tn thie state. 

The rate on the Western and Atlantic 
raitroad and t¥at on the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad were reduced from 
8 cente to 2 cents a mile. 

This reduction went into effect on 
September |, and has been in vogue 
ever since. 

This is the first appHeation to the 
commission for a return to the 3-cent 
rate, and the hearing will be watched 
with intereet.

With this to contend with, 
however. the banks, by reason of the 
large gain in cash, increased their Sur- 
plus ressrve $2,536,625, and the total 
excess reserve now standing at $45,- 
207,975, which makes a record for a 
long period past. It is difficult to de-

The convention—the thirteenth held 
by the republican party to elect dele- 
gates at large to a national convention 
—wWwas a repetition in its 
feature of the Oneida canvention of 
1880, when Roscoe Conkling sought 
vainly to have not only the delegates 
at large, but the congressional dele- 
gates also instructed for U. 8. Grant. 

Sharp Debate Precipitated. 

Ex-State Senator Edgar T. Brackett, 
of Saratoga, president of the Hughes 
State League, precipitated a sharp de- 
bate by presenting a minority report 
from the committee on resolutions to 
amend the resolution indorsing Gover- 
nor Hughes and to instruct the dele- 
gates at large to work for him and 
Other delegates to “persistently labor 
for his nomination, until a nomination 
is made.” 

Mr. Brackett’s action caused the 
thousand-odd delegates and the hun- 
dreds of spectators who filled the gal- 
lery much excitement. 

When the debate had reached 
point of spirited tension, Speaker 
Wadsworth moved that the question 
of adopting the majority report of the 
committee on resolutions, containing 
the indorsement of Governor Hughes, 
along the lines of the convention in- 
dorsement of Levi P. Morton, in (896, 
and that of President Roosevelt, in 
1900, be put in the platform, and with 
loud applause and much cheering, this 
majority report was adopted by a 
viva voce vote, with only a few scat- 
tering ‘“‘noes.”’ 

Premonition of a turbulent 
was felt before the opening of the 
convention, when the West Chester 
county delegation, at a caucus, decid- 
ed to protest against the indorsement 
of Hughes by voting against the 
Hughes resolution and declaring for an 
uninstructed delegation. This 
was nullified by the unexpected action 
of Senator Brackett, in submitting his 
minority report. In meeting this situ- 
ation, the majority of the convention 
adopted the platform by a viva voce 
vote, and the West Chester delegation 
lost all chance of voting as a delega- 
tion against Hughes’ indorsement. 

Woodruff Still Chairman. 


The new republican state committee 
eélected at the convention, held a brief 
session immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the convention, and reelected 
former Lieutenant Governor Timothy 
L. Woodruff as chairman. Believing 
that the platform foreshadowed 
perme that will be adopted by the 
Chicago national republican conven- 
tion, more than usual intérest is at- 
tached to its recommendations, which 
were ‘confined principally to national 
issues. 

Congressman J. Sloat Fassett, of El- 
mira, although not a member of the 
committee on resolutions, said in an 
interview that he had taken the reso- 
lutions to Washington a few days ago 
and carefully considered them there, 
and -that he felt assured that they 
would be most satisfactory to all the 
delegates. 

The platform. indorses 
terms the administration of President 
toosevelt and Governor Hughes, and 
commends the policies of the federal 
administration. A revision of the tar- 
iff is favored, and the action of con- 
gress in declining to revise the tariff 
by piecemeal] is indorsed. Changes 
are advocated in the currency laws to 
provide a more elastic and satisfactory 
monetary system, 

Uncertainty over the program pro- 
posed by the party leaders dulled the 
enthusiasm of the delegates until long 
after the convention had got down to 
business, and it’ was not until State 
Chairman Woodruff announced ex-Gov- 
ernor Odell and Herbert Parsons, 
chairman of the republican county 
committee, as a committee to escort 
ex-Lieutenant Governor M. Linn Bruce 
to the platform as temporary chair- 
man, that the first real demonstration 
occurred. 


Tom Piatt Not Present. 


The gathering of the political leaders 
on the convention floor was unmarked 
by applause, which has hitherto char- 
acterized state conventions of the 
party.

Japan and Russia. 
Japan and Western World. 


As regarded Japan, Mr. Burton said 
no nation which had. made such leaps 
and bounds in so short a time had be- 
haved with more moderation than that 
country. If, however, Japan had de- 
signs on the civilization of 
the western world and the west- 
ern world would combine against the 
races of Asia, it would be out of the 
question that there would be any fight 
in which the United States would have 


to contend alone. He 
saying that the United States should 
take advantage of its magnificent iso- 
lation and leaqg the world in the paths 
of peace. 

W. W. Kitchin of North Carolina op- 
posed the idea of four battleships. In 
his opinion an immense navy was not 
essential to the preservation of the 
Monroe doctrine, because, he said, thes 
Inited States heretofore had not had 
such a navy, either actually or rela- 
tively. when measured by the navies 
of Europe. Should a war come between 
the Caucasian and yellow races, Mr. 
Kitchin insisted that there-.could be 
no reasonable doubt that the navies of 
Europe would fight gn the side of 
America. He was no apologist fer 
Japan, and vet he said Japan could 
increase her navy without necessarily 
having any hostile intentions toward 
the U'nited States. ; 

President Roosevelt's treatment of 
tear Admiral Brownson, because of his 
attitude with regard to the placing of 
a naval surgeon in charge of the hos- 
pital ship Relief, was condemned by 
Mr. Gill of Marvland, who charged that 
the president haq@q repeatedly shown a 
disregard for the law, and performed 
acts wholly illegal. A great injustice, 
he said, had been done Admiral Brown- 
son. The country, he declared, should 
demand administrative respect for the 
law. 

Befects in Bureau System. 


The defects in the bureau system of 
naval administration were pointed out 
by Mrs Dawson of Iowa, who is tha 
author of a bill to reorganize the navy 
department. He quoted from the re- 
ports of Secretarfes Moody and Long, 
showing that the system of eight sep- 
arate bureaus entirely independent of 
each other, each of which exercised the 
of issuing orders which have 
the full force and effect of orders from 
the secretary of the navy, created a 
condition in the department which was 
productive of conflicts and contentions.

MANY BOATMEN ARE MISSING 


It Is Feared They Have Been Blown 
Out to Sea—Pedestrians in Con- 
stant Danger From Fall- -° 
ing Signs in New 

York, | 


New York, April 11.—Five men are 
known to have lost their lives, a num- 
ber of boatmen are reported missing, 
and dozens of persons were injured to- 
day in a furious wind storm. which 
set in here this afternoon. The wind’'s 
velocity, according to the local weath- 
er buréau, ranged generally between 
40 and 60 mileg an hour, but at times 
Was as high as 60 miles. Pedestrians 
suffered much discomfort besides be- 
ing in constant danger from falling 
Signs, shutters, awnings and other ar- 
ticles, which were torn from their 
fastenings. 

Two men met death from this cause, 
John O’Brien, an expressman, of Jer- 
Sey City, and Thorfas Talbot, of 
Brooklyn, a special policeman. A boat, 
containing three men, was seen to up- 
set before the wind !n Pelham Bay, 
but those on shore could do nothing, 
and were forced to see the men drown. 
The identity of these men is not yet 
known. 


Searching for Missing Men. 


Owners of boathouses reported to 
the police late tonight that a number 
of their small boats, hired to fisher- 
men, had not returned, and they fear-- 
ed for the occupants. It is hoped that 
these boats were blown out into Long 
Island Sound, or on the Long Island 
shore, and that the men may be safe. 
A shore patrol was established  to- 
night to search for the missing men. 

The force of the wind along the 
streetS may be judged by the fact that 
it Swept Louis Spelter, four years old, 
from the root of a five-story apart- 
ment house, to which he had ventured. 
The jad suffered a fractured skull and 
internal injuries as a result of his 
fall, and will probably die. 

A good deal of damage was done in 
and about the city, roofs, fences, out- 
buildings and trees suffering. 


Heavy Weather at Sea. 

Incoming -shipping reports heavy 
weather at sea. The steamer La Lor- 
r@ine, of the French line, which came 
in from Havre, reported a tempestuous 
voyage. Strong gales and heavy seas 
prevailed all through the trip. Few 
Ships ventured to sea this afternoon in 
the face of th®™ gale. 

The local weather man sald tonight 
that the high wind was due to. the 
Steep barometric pressure between two 
rain storms, one on the coast and the 
other central over the St. Lawrence 
valley. A low area of pressure was 
suddenly displaced by a high area of 
pressure, and this caused the high 
winds. Following the winds there was 
a fall in the temperature of from 63, 
early this afternoon, to 46, at 8 o’clock 
tonight. Later, it fell still further. 


One Killed at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, April I4.—This city and 
vicinity was visited by a heavy wind 
istorm today which caused the death of 
one person and the Injury of several 
others. On this city a number of per- 
sons jwwere struck by falling signs, but 
none was seriously injured, while a sail 
boat was overturned by the wind in the 
Delaware river a few miles above this 
city, and its three occupants thrown into 
the water. Before they could be res- 
cued, William Satterton, aged’ 30 years, 
became unconscious from exposure and 
died shortly after being brought to land. 
George Satterton and Lewis Geisler, the 
other ocoupants of the boat, also suffer- 
ed from exposure and are ina hospital 
in Camden, N. J., 1n a serious condi- 
tion. Owing to the wind it required 
half an ‘hour to rescue two men who had 
set out in a Doat and bring them to 
land.

Every Coast City From San Diega 
to San Francisco Is to See the 
Fleet—All the Oities Will

Welcome, 


San Diego, Cal., April 11.—The Atlan- 
tio fleet. of 16-first class battleships, be- 
gan today the last leg of its originally 
Planned cruise from Hampton Roads to 
the Golden Gate. The four divisions of 
the fleet weighed anchor at 4 o'clock 
thig aftermoon, and three-quarters of 
an hour later were threading their way 
out of Magdalena Bay in the wake of 
the flagship Connecticut. The command- 
ing figune on the after-bridge of the 
flagship was that of Rear Admiral 
Charles M. Thomas, who began the jour- 
ney to the Pacific as head of the sec- 
ond squadron, but who was promoted to 
command during the enforced absence 
of Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, the 
commander in chief. 

In Single Column Formation. 

Sailing {in a single-column formation, 
according to dispatches received here, 
the ships passed Sail Rock and rounding 
Entrada Point. one of the headlands 
marking the gate-way to the harbor, 
turned in a long oircle to the north, the 
six destroyers of the torpedo flotilla 
gave a parting salute to the big white 
vessels, and the historic stay of the 
American battleships in the Mexican 
bay was at an end. 

An easy jourmey of 620 miles lies be- 
fore the fleet, which is scheduled to 
arrived here and anchor off Coronado 
beach at | p. m., on Tuesday. 

When the ships reach San Diego they 
will have bogged 13,569 knots since 
their departure from Hampton Roads, 
on December 16, last.

DISPENSARY NEAR AT HAND 


N AUGUSTA: 


(William E. Curtis in The Chicago 
Record-Herald.) 

Augusta, Ua. —Prohibition 
have been a’ success In Augusta if the 
authorities of. Aiken = county, South 
Carolina, had not set up a dispensary 
at the end of the passenger bridge 
over the Savannah river, which con- 
nects North Augusta in South Carolina 
with the city of Augusta, Ga. 
the law went into effect on the Ist of 
January, last, there were seventy-five 
saloons in the city proper, including 
twenty-five first-class bar rooms situ- 
ated in the business section upon the 
more important streets. The remainder 
were groggeries in the manufacturing 
districts and bars attached to gf9- 
ceries, chiefly patronized by the color- 
ed population. All of them have been 
closed up. Several have been trans- 
formed into restaurants and billiard 
saloons in which soda water and other 
soft drinks are sold over the bars 
where hard drinks were formerly dis- 
pensed. Several have closed altogether 
and the rooms have been rented for 
other purposes. There has been no at- 
tempt on the part of any of the more 
prominent saloon keepers to violate 
the law. Everybody agrees that they 
have accepted it and arg obeying it in 
good faith. But some of the small 
joints are run “on the siy.” The police 
are very active in watching the “blind 
tigers” and public sentiment sustains 
them. Although there 18 a very ani- 
mated local political fight now going 
on. and the municipal administration 
is being arraigned on various charges, 
no one accuses the mayor or the chief 
of police of neglecting to enforce the

The street cars run frequently 
and always stop at the dispensary, 
where they drop about half their pas- 
sengers coming and golng and pick up 
as many more, who carry traveling 
bags, suit cases, baskets and mysteri- 
ous packages under thelr arms. Few 
respectable people patronize the dis- 
pensary. No gentleman would permit 
himself to be seen entering or coming 
from the place. The upper classes of 
Augusta obtain whatever liquor they 
consume by express from Chattanooga, 
Cincinnati, Louisville; Baltimore and 
New York, and order it by the case. 
The newspapers contain advertise- 
ments of dealers tn other cities, with 
price lists of wines, whiskies and oth- 
er drinks, and the express business 
has increased very largely since the 
prohibition law went into effect. On 
some of the railroad trains an extra 
express car is hauled which contains 
only liquors. Formerly they were car- 
ried in fgs botties, and in every other 
kind of package imaginable. but for 
economical rather than moral reasons 
the express companies will no longer 
handle jugs or bottles unless they are 
packed in wooden cases. This makes 
{t a little more difficult for the thirsty 
people of Georgia to obtain a. supply. 
They are then required to buy by the 
case, and many of them cannot afford 
to advance so much money. 

A gentleman from Macon, Ga., told 
me that the express office tn that city. 
handied 13.552 packages of liquor, 
chiefiy from Jacksonville, between the 
ist of January. when the law went 
Into effect, and the Ist of March. 

The dispensary Is an official institu- 
tlon, managed by and for the benefit 
of Aiken county, South Carolina, under 
the authority of a law recently passed 
by the legislature of that state abvolish- 
ing state dispensaries, but permitting 
local option in county  dispensartes. 
Twenty-two of the South Carolina coun- 
ties voted for dispensaries, and Atken 
was one of them.

The business is conducted in an old- 

fashioned, rough looking brick building 
which was formerly a grocery, and the 
sign of the firm that occupied i+ has 
never been taken down. But there is 
absohitely nothing to indicate the pur- 
pose for which it fe now used. The law 
forbids the county officials to adver- 
their dispensarieg or indicate by 
an outward sign where they are located. 
Inside there is a large room with a 
counter running around two sides of it; 
protected by a wire grating with sey- 
eral windows. Ulpon the walls price lists 
are posted so that the patrons can se- 
lect the poison they desire and see what 
will be compelled to pay for It. 
The official regulations governing the 
sale of Uquorg are also posted, and a 
copy of the law authorizing the estab- 
lishment of a diapeneary. The stock in 
trade is stacked up behind the counter 
in wrappers with labels, but is not ex- 
posed in any way as in a barroom or 
an ordinary liquor store. The small 
packages are kept dn bins, from which 
they are taken by the olerks as called 
for. Four salesmen are employed in the 
Aiken county dispensary and a porter 
to do the heavy handling. On Saturday 
afternoons and holidays, an additional 
hand is hired. The men @re all paid sal- 
aries, ¢0 that they have no inducement 
to persuade people to Duy. 

The profits are diviied into three 
parts—one-third to the county treasury, 
from which the expense of maintaining 
the dispensary is paid: another third 
goes to the county schools, and the bal- 
ance to the general fund of the town- 
ship, which can be used for scnools, 
for roads and other public im- 
(provements, and for any other 
public improvements, and for any 
other purpose which may be found 
necessary. The annual profits from this 
dispensary are estimated all the way 
from $40,000 to $75,000 a year. For the

PROBE ASKED 
FOR NAVY YARDS 


Lilley Alleges That Lot of 
Money Is Being 
Wasted. 


——_ —- a 


Washington. April iti.—The investi- 
gation of the navy yards at Charleston, 
Port Royal. Mare Island, Portsmouth, 
N. H.. New Orleans and Key West by 
a committee appointed by the presi- 
dent with a view to their abandonment, 
was urged by Representative Lilley of 
Connecticut before the house today. 
Mr. Lilley offered a joint resolution 
providing for the appointment of this 
committee and for improvements in 
other yards so as to eliminate the 
“waste of public moneys in the mainte- 
nance of the same.” 

Mr. Lilley quoted from reports made 
by boards of officers and former secre- 
taries of the navy, as far back as. 1/8865, 
to show that the condition of the navy 
then was opened to severe criticism, 
and, in fact. that the reorganization of 
the navy department itself was de- 
sirable, if not absolutely necessary. 

The navy yards mentioned in his 


resolution were taken up separately 
and diseussed by Mr. Lilley.

Government Making Effort te Hunt 
Down the Men Who Allege They 
Can Make as Good Money as 
Bureau of Engraving 
at Washington. 


By John Corrigan, Jr, 

Washington, April 1!1.—(Special.)—The 
postoffice department investigating 
just now another ‘green goods” swin- 
die which ostensibly has its headquar- 
tera in Boston. A letter bearing the 
nostmark of that city and the Inscrip- 
tion, ‘“Confidential,’’ was recently re- 
ceived by J. J. Folk & Son, merchants, 
at Miley, S. C. The letter invited them 
to engage in a get-rich-quick scheme by 
buying a quantity of well executed 
counterfeit money. The merchants sent 
the letter to the congressional informa- 
tion bureau, of this city, which for the 
past ten years has been engaged in car- 
rying on investigations of various kinds. 
Claude N. Bennett, manager of this 
pureau, turned over the letter to the 
postoffice department, and that depart- 
ment is now trying to run the swindlers 
down to earth for their violation of the 
postal laws. It ‘is not believed by the 
secret service of the treasury depart- 
ment, to whom the matter was aiso 
submitted, that it ig a regular counter- 
feiting scheme, but rather another at- 
tempt to palm off on country merchants 
who may be willing to become rich 
quickly at the expense of their honesty, 
a package of waste paper, which the 
victim is made to believe contains a 
quantity of spurious treasury notes. 
The Letter Received by Merchant. 


The letter received by the South Car- 
Olina merchants reads ag foliomwe: 

“My Dear Sir: Your name was sent 
to me by my son (who is my traveling 
representative), as a shrewd, reliable 
and trustworthy man to cooperate witht 
in your vicinity, and I, therefore, take 
the liberty of proposing a scheme to 
you that ninety-nine out of a hundred 
up-to-date men would gladly grasp if 
they could personally examine my work, 
thereby convfhcing themselves of the 
albsolute safety of my offer, 

“Il am an expert engraver, having for 
twenty-two years been employed in the 
bureau of engraving, Washington, D. C., 
and for twelve years (gpuperintendent of 
one of the largest bank note companies 
in the country. Every moment of my 
leisure was sipent in practicing the du- 
plication of the one, five and ten-dollar 
notes, and as these were the original 
denominations I have worked upon, you 
can belleve me when I say they are 
perfect. 

‘“‘Now, my dear sir, I am fully aware 
of.the suspicion and prejudice that you 
naturally will entertain for my propo- 
isition, and you will on first thought 
probaibly 
your consideration, -but if you will post- 
pone your decision and look upon my

Their various 
methods and schemes have been exposed 
from time to time in. the newspapers 
throughout the entire country, and their 
inability +o furnish the goods is clear- 
ly demonstrated the moment they are 
requested to submit them to examina- 
tion.

honor of being the birthplace of this 
greatest of baseball rooters. Cook is a 
rooter, pure and simple; his love for 
the game is that of a spectator, for he 
has never played a match in his life. 
Thus it will be seen that he fs unique, 
lor it would be difficult to locate many 
| American: boys who have never swung 
‘a bat or “muffed” a fly. Fut he has 
heen a constant and assiduous specta- 
tor, and in his youth never missed a 
chance. in his little home town, when 
the team from the rival village !0 miles 
away paid its weekly visit, to eucour- 
aze the home talent with lungs and 
tongue. So it was that he developed 
into a full-fledged fan and acquired a 
stentorian voice and a vocabulary that 
was guaranteed to defeat the visiting 
team nine in a couple of innings. The 
word “thief” never issued from his 
mouth more than once during a game, 
for he had a string of epithets for use 
upon the umpire that would have filled 
a pocket dictionary. 

In common with all fans of abnormal 
development, Cook learned more of the 
game than could ever be acquired by a 
‘lifetime of playing; and in due course 
lof time his knowledge became semit- 
| public property to be meted out in large 
chunks to the various members of the 
home team who seemed in the most 
need of it. He learned to play the 
whole game and to coach the whole 
team, whether they wanted it or not, 
from the front row of the modest 
‘Mount Holly Baseball Club grandstand, 
end one of the first bits of knowledge 
he acquired and one that he never for- 
cot was how to umpire better than the 
chosen official. ; 

Possessed of such a highly trained, 
strongly developed, love of the Amer- 
ican game, it is not strange that this 
premier fan of the future should have 
hrought with him to England sixteen 
vears ago a determination to make the 
‘game as popular in Great Britain as it 
Iwas in his native country. To be sure 
lhe found ready at hand, as a Valve for 
his enthusiasm, the English 
game of cricket. But who, having been 
brought up on whirlwind baseball such 
as they play in Mount Holly, could 
ever be satisfied with the slow and te- 
dious national game of these isles, 
which generally takes three days to

Cook’s Work in England. 


| When Cook landed in England the

was made in !874, when the Bostons 
‘and the Philadelphia Athletics, of the

The First League Schedule. 


Things dragged along until the spring 
of 1896, when, thanks to the organizing 
ability of Cook. the season opened with 
four evenly balanced teams playing a 
regular league schedule. A few weeks 
later a junior league was formed with 
four new teams, and a permanent suc- 
cess was in sight for the organizers. 
Unfortunately they ran up against a 
very serious obstacle. Only one ground 
was available, and that in a very iso- 
lated part of London. It was found im- 
possible to remedy this during the sea- 
son, and the result was that at the 
finish baseball was about as popular in 
London as the Standard Oi] in Kansas, 
and the attendance at the various 
matcuies as numerous as the hairs on 
John D.’s head. Thus the season, which 
opened with. a blaze of glorious prom- 
ise, closed in a gloom that was ominous. 
Whereas at the beginnine there were 
four centers of baseball in England— 
at Derby, Middleborough, Newcastle and 
London, at the end it was hard work 
to get a baker’s dozen of enthusiasts 
onto a fleld in any one of these cities. 

When the heirs to the remains of the 
baseball boom of the preceding years 
got together in the spring of 1897, they 
had the greatest difficulty in discoveing 
anyone who was willing to admit that 
the game had any life le*’t in it. On 
the other hand, there were many who 
were willing to testify that.they had 
been present at the burial of the poor 
old cripple the fall previous. 

There were a few, however, who, 
while acknowledging that they had 
viewed something that mightily resem- 
bled a funeral, were sure that baseball 
was only in a comatose condition, and 
were for opening the grave and taking 
a peep at the condition of the body. 
Cook, at this critical moment, was 
called away on business, and with him 
went most of the enthusiasm. If it had 
not been dead before there was no man- 
rer of doubting that baseball in Great 
Britain was now deader than the -pro- 
verbial door nall. 

Despite this disappointment, 
had gathered from his experience 
London that the game of baseball, if 
given half a chance, would work its 
way to a soft spot next the heart of 
the English people. He determined that 
at some opportune time, not then far 
distant, he would have another try at 
making the British public ‘“swallow’’ 
the American game. But man proposes, 
and the pursuit of the elusive dollar 
disposes and business kept the faithful 
fan trotting around England for many 
years thereafter. During all those years, 
however, he talked baseball to all and 
sundry, inspiring newspaper articles on 
baseball. 

Only Three Players Found. 


When he started that year Cook was 
able to discover three and only three 
the subject and polishing up at ‘short 
intervals his own faith in the ultimate 
triumph of the game.

He did a Wittle missionary WOTK 
among the governing bodies of tuese 
clubs and before long had the good will 
of six of them in his pocket. They were 
to provide the grounds and Cook was 
to raise and coach the team. The latter 
were to pay their own expenses from 
the start, and, ge ee say, they did 

from the wery beginning. 

wa it was that the British Baseba!! 
Association was started in April, 1906. 
By indefatigable labor twenty-three 
men in addition to the trio which had 
already been discovered, who had 
played the game of baseball before and 
who were willing to play again if given 
the opportunity, were unearthed in 
London’ Most of these men were Brit- 
4dsh-born, having learned to play during 

sits to America. 
whee these men the six clubs were 
formed, cars being taken to put a cer- 
tain number in each organization to 
instruct the green men who were nec- 
essary to make up the nines. The clubs 
took their names from the football or- 
ganizations that fathered them and 
were the Clapton Orients, Leyton, Fui- 
ham, Tattenham Hotspurs, and Wool- 
wich Arsenal. In addition to these five 
an independent club was formed called 
the Nondescripts, who used the greunds 
of the Ilford football club, a prominent 
London amateur organization. 
Invitations were sent broadcast to all 
who wanted to try the new game and 
practice games were played during April 
and May on the yarious grounds. In this 
way the green material was whipped 
into some kind of presentable form. 
For the purpose of giving the general 
public a taste of what was about to be 
served up by the new league, an e6x- 
hibition game wag played between the 
Rhodes scholars of Oxford University 
and a team representing All-London at 
the Woolwich arsenal grounds. The 
Rhodes scholars had a walk-over, win- 
ning by nineteen to seven. 

The league games began early in June 
and, from the first, “caught on.” The 


two hundred half-interested spec- 
tators to twenty-five hundred wildly 
enthusiastic rooters, exhibiting all the 
earmarks of the real, genuine, Amer- 
ican original. The final game for the 
British cup—one of the two -trophies— 
between the Tottenham Hotspurs and 
the Niondescripts, was witnessed by 
upwards of 4,000 spectators and it was 
evident that baseball had made a lest- 
ing place for iftself in English sport. To 
be sure, its public was still very limited, 
but a start had been made and in those 
days Cook wore a smile that wouldn't 
and hasn't come off. 

During the same summer—that of 
1906—in addition to the major league, 
various junior clubs were formed and 
knocked into playing form and the 
season of 1907 opened with sixteen 
clubs in existence. And while the clubs 
were increasing and the . attendance 
growing the players were adding con- 
siderably to their skfll. Cook regards 
the Englishman as the best raw base- 
ball material in the whole world and 
the results he has obtained seem to 
him out. The features of the 


| 


season of 1907 was a game between an 
All-American team made up of men 
who had played the Same in the 
United States and , an  All-British 
team, made up of men who, with four 
exceptions, had never seen a baseba!! 
fame before the season opened. And 
ithe All-British team won in a rather 
tight match. The natural supposition 
is that the All-American team were @ 
lot of dubs at the Same, but such is 
not the fact, for they were a very 
snappy bunch of ball tossers. 
Great Difficulties Overcome, 


The casual reader can have very lit- 
tle idea of the difficulties that have 
been surmounted by Nelson Cook in 
Planting baseball! in England. His has 
been in the best sense of the word a 
labor of love, for the organizations 
that have been brought into existence 
by his efforts are strictly amateur. He 
gets no pay for his work as organizing 
secretary and he expects none. If the 
truth. be known he has expended out 
of his own pocket more than $3,000 
to forward the interests of the sport. 
When he first started people said he 
was in it for money. When that im- 
pression cleared away some said he 
w&a8 a millionaire with a hobby. Later 
lt was rumored that he longed to bask 
in the blaze of the limelight; but he 
kept steadily in the background and in 
time this idea went the way of its pre- 
decessors. Gradually it is beginning 
to dawn upon everybody that Cook 
is doing it because he cannot help it; 
In short, because he is the greatest 
baseball fan in the world. 

I have told this story myself, Cook 
himself refusing to tell it. He has a 
sense af modesty that covers him like 
the hide of a rhino. A twenty-mule 
team would not draw a personal tale 
like this from him. But he did tell 
me some of his experiences in intro- 
ducing the game over here that will 
illustrate better than anything I can 
say of the enthusiasm of the man. 

“One day,” he said, “I receftved word 
from the captain of one of the league 
teams that three of his men would 
not be able to play on the coming 
Saturday afternoon angq that the sched- 
uled game would have to be aban- 
doned. I called the captain up on the 
phone and said ‘Go ahead with the 
match; I will see that you have three 
men that can play the game.’ Now, 
of course, all the other league teams 
were to play on the same day so I 
could hope for no help in that direc- 
tion. London had been exhausteaq of 
men who could play the game when 
we made up the teams, so I was ut- 
terly at a loss as to what was best 
to do until a bright idea struck me. 

“The following morning I went 
down to the Strand and took up a po- 
sition in front of the Hotel Cecil. I 
knew I was pretty certain to meet 
some Americans and sure enough it 
was not long before a couple of them 
came along. You know you can spot 
them a mile away. I immediately 
stepped up to these two and said, ‘Es- 
cuse me, but would like to play a 
game of baseball” One of the men 
was tall and the other short. The 
former grabbed his companion tightly 
by the arm and, turning his back upon 
me, marched him quickly across the 
street. Then the two of them turned 
and regarded me with reproachful 
glances. There.is no street in thé 
world ‘where the petty ‘con’ man is 
so numerous as in the Strand, and TI 
did not blame the two men. I sup- 
pose they had been warned before they 
left home. I persisted, despite this 
rebuff, and finally landed three men 
who were willing to fill up the gap 
in the team. 

“A little later in the same season 
a similar difficulty arose and I was 
compelled to go on the hunt again. I 
finally spotted two Americans on the 
top of a ‘bus crossing Piccadilly Cir- 
cus. At first they, too, took me for 
a ‘smooth article,’ but I eventually 
landed them. They were two brothers 
from Pittsburg and were making quite 
a@ long stay in London. They played 
for me on several occasions and were 
glad to get the chance.

Paris, April !!.—Leon de La Grange 
today broke the record for distance in 
his aeroplane, covering in an official 
trial 3,925 meters (about two miles and 
a half) in six minutes and thirty sec- 
onds.

Disfigurement of Paris. 

In a recent article entitled the “Dis- 
figurement of Paris,” were many inter- 
esting facts calling attention to the 
neglect of the city of Paris to her civic 
beauty as follows; 

The Germans bave iong been s sad- 
ly of the decadence of France as a military 
nation, as a nation of legislators, a3 @ pro- 
litic nation, and as a religious nation, Vur 
attention is now called to the fact that 
while Berlin and Potsdam, not to speak of 
othérs trans-Rhenish cities, are being beautti- 
fled and Brussels is draining the wealth of 
African forests for her adornment, Paris is 
growing ugiier every day. Strangers are 
Struck with astonishment at the change, and 
Parisians gre feeling sorry and ashamed, 
declares ¢ Frankfurter Zeitung, which 
continues in the following strain: 

‘Where are the French architects of 
Bourbon age, those of either empire, even 
those who flourished during the first ten 
years of the third republic? Such artists 
had a sense of harmony, of just proportion, 
of unity in style. They felt the necessity of 
subordinating private buildings to .public 
monuments and making a proper ratio be- 
tween the height of buildings and the width 
of streets. They never plastered on orna- 
ments of discordant character in adjoining 
facades. It was this exquisite taste that 
gave to Paris its beauty and made of it a 
city unique the whole world wide.’’ 

The writer declares tnat this tradition of 
architectural elegance is now dead in Paris, 
and he points out the result of this decadence 
as follows: 

“On all sides there rise colossal buildings, 
heavy and overweighted with all sorts of 
projecting details. Not far from the Louvre 
we see standing a metallic monstrosity which 
is a dishonor to the Seine. They are build- 
ing new stories upon buildings close to the 
Tulleries, notwithstanding the care that has 
long been spent to protect the vista of the 
Rue Pivoll Great pains were originally 
taken to restrict the bufldings on the Place 
de l'Etoile so that they might all be fn har- 
mony with a prescribed plan. Now this fine 
square is overshadowed by certain gigantto 
Structures which actually dwarf its propor- 
tions. The quarter of the great opera house 
has only been built up within the last thirty 
years, and {ft has alreaaqy been spoiled by 
the raising round about {ft of many-storied 
mammoths in stone and brick.’’

What a gold mine of historic interest 
the state would possess! 

It is known that the Carolinans had 
crossed the Savannah river into the 
fair ‘“Margravate of Ozilia,” as Sir 
Robert Montgomery poetically called 
the land ceded to him between the 
Savannah anqg the Altamaha. This 
paradise, as he describes it, was doubt- 
less the hunting and fishing preserves 
of the adventurous Carolinans, and 
certainly their trading ground with 
the Indians. Many a little settlement 
of these hardy pioneers may have had 


ending at the hands of the savages. 
Who can blame the Indians for ex- 
terminating this grasping, heartless, 
masterful white intruder? 

Much further south did the English- 
man penetrate before Oglethorpe’s ar- 
rival. As far back as !670 or 1680, the 
governor of the Carolinas had a fort 
built on the lower end of Cumberland 
island, and maintained a garrison 
there as an outpost against the 
Spaniards. And the Daughters of the 
American Revolution have yet to mark 
this historic spot at Dungeness, now 
the property of the Carnegies. Dun- 
geness is also memorable because 
Light Horse Harry Lee, the father of 
our immortal chieftain, sleeps there 
beneath the moss-draped liveoaks and 
the gray old olive trees, @mid the vivid 
bloom of pomegranate and azalea and 
the tropic fragrance of the rose, ths 
liiy and the orange blossom; sleeps 
lulled forever by the ceaseless mur- 
mur of Atlantic waves against the 
sunny sands of Cumberland. 

Fort William and Fort St. Andrew 
were erected ig 1736 by Oglethorpe, on 
Cumberland island, as outposts of de- 
fense against the Spaniards, and the 
localities are worthy to be marked by 
the D. A. R.

Barrett lives at Union City, which is 
almost within shouting distance of 
Fairburn, on the Atlanta and Weat 
Point road. Various enterprisés financed 
by members of the Farmers’ Union have 
their home there. Some day, With the 
gathering momentum of the oOrganiza- 
tion, the now straggling town is going 
<0 be one of the greatest industrial 
communities in the south. Industrial, 
mind you, not .\socialistic, for if there 
is anything the Farmers’ Union is not, 
it is socialistic. 

He met me with his buggy at the sta- 
tion; the cordial hand grip of the man, 
the quiet yet unassuming dignity of

they were able to organize, in August 
of the following yyear at Mineola, Tex., 
with a membership of 46,000!

Organiz- 
ers went out into militia district after 
district, explaining the purpose of the 
union, showing the farmers the advan- 
tages of it and enrolling their names, 
Another thing.

What It Will Do. 


“Broadly speaking,”” I asked Presi- 
dent Barrett, “what are the aims and 
hopeso of the Farmers’ Union?” 

His eyes twinkled. “I’m glad you 
said ‘broadly,’"” he answered. “It’s the 
hardest matter in the world to com- 
press an answer to your question into a 
fe wwords. The best way to get at it 
is to bear in mind the way the south 
has prospered and grown fat in the 
last few years. That's organization and 
cooperation. Between the death of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and the birth of the 
Farmers’ Union, there was an interval 
in which the farmems everywhere were 
in a condition of hebter-skelter. They 
took whatever price they could get for 
their cotton, their corn, their wheat, 
their fruit and their other products, 
They had no means of arriving at the 
truth or the falsity of the stories put 
out by the gamesterswiththe intention 
of bearing the market and getting the 
goods of the farmer at the lowest pos- 
sible price. 


A Square Deal for the Farmer. 


“Now, the farmer,”’ he continued, ‘‘is 
just like any other business man. He 
is entitied to the highest market price 
his products will bring him, to a reason- 
able profit upon his labor over and 
above the cost of production, and in 
reason with the conditions of supply 
and demand.

His youngsters fairly clambered over 
him. and to use a popular expression, 
fairly “ate him up.” After supper, and 
it was one of those substantial, tempt- 
ing Georgia suppers that most of us 
dream about, we went into the sitting 
room and there, surrounded by ‘his 
family. his head pillowed on one of his 
laughing, fondling children, he finished 
his story. 

"This subject of cooperation.” TI re- 
minded him. “Do you find that bankers 
and merchants are willing to give you 
their aid in leniency toward debtors 
and in furthering the ends of the 
union?” .

its best dividend.” 

“What are you doing toward broad- 
ening the organization?’ | asked him, 


Growth Is Constant. 


Evidently it was one of his favorite 
themes, trom the enthusiastic manner 
in which he went at its discussion. 
“We have increased from 46,000 in 1905 
to over two million in 1908. That was 
the fruit of vigorous organization. 
Last year the growth was simply pne- 
nomenal. We took jin about 700,000 
members, and there is every reason to 
believe that this year will break that 
record.. In each state where organiza- 
tions exist, organizers are steadily at 
work pushing the expansion of the 
work. This week I am going to Col- 
orado to install a state organization 
there, and other of the Pacific states 
will be organized in the early sum- 
mer. Recently, we organized in North 
Carolina. Every month we are going 
into new territory, growing, growing, 
growing, and h@®!ding, too, our orig- 
inal membership. It is my dream—and 
I believe it not an impossible one—to 
see practically all of the agricultural 
interests inside the union within a few 
years. The world knows our activity 
in the cotton belt. We are making 
headway in the wheat and corn and 
frult sections, wherever located. 

“They see the reguite we have ob- 
tained,’ he emphasized; “they see the 
principle we operaté on is the ‘square 
deal,’ and that is about the only argu- 
ment we need, save where local condi- 
tions are to be met.” |

I'm fully aware . that 
there are plenty of good, decent, hon- 
Orable, well-meaning gentlemen  con- 
nected with these exahanges, but—oh, 
well, they’re just born to the business, 
I guess. They can’t help ‘playing the 
game’ any more than a born gambler 
ican keep his hands off the cards. 
We've let them demoralize the business 
of American production just as long as 
we’re going to. The fighting, organ- 
ized farmer is informed as to their 
methods, and we're going to Keep driv- 
ing at them until they have ceased 
using the staple products of the-coun- 
try aS a gambler juggles dice. 

‘Eventually,’’ he continued, “we hope 
to perfect a system whereby there wil! 


be direct dealing between producer and’ 


consumer. At least, we're working to 
that’ end, and in the process a Iot of 
frenzied manipulation has got to go by 
the board.”’ 

“Tell me something about yourself, 
and how you came to be elected presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union,” I re- 
quested. 

Barrett, Himeelf. 


He was actually embarrassed for the 
first time in the course of the inter- 
view. “I really couldn't trace just how 
I came to be elected president,” he 
added. “Ask my friends.” 

I had asked “his friends’ in Union 
City, ‘in Atlanta, and familiarized my- 
self with his record. Briefly, he has had 
a remarkable career, demonstrating 
qualities of leadership from its very in- 
ception. He is a native of Pike county, 
Georgia, where his people still live, and 
he is 42 years of age. His father was 
a man of great executive ability and 
popularity. Charles Barrett has done 
two things. mainly. He has traveled 
through the south and middle west since 
a boy of 18, and he has engaged in 
farming. The combination largely eX- 
plains his complete grasp of the condi- 
tions he must meet daily. 

He has attended school 
Ohio, Georgia end Kentucky, 


in Indiana, 
mingling 


with men of all sorts and conditions in , 


those states in the process. His experi- 
ence on the farm has been varied and 
practical, running the range of every 
class of agricultural work up to the re- 
sponsible position of overseership. He 
comes near knowing tne soil, and its 
peculiarities, from A to izzard. 

He had been elected, I was repeated- 
ly told, not because of any activity _on 
his part; rather he had hung back. But 
throughout § the organization these 
qualities of which mention has been 
made were appreciated, and recognizing 
the need of a strong, dominating per- 
sonality, he was made the 
head by unanimous vote in each in- 
stance. 

He Knows Human Nature.

men?’ I asked. 

“Why,” he answered, laughingly, “T 
don’t want to be in Roosevelt’s shoes, 
but I actually don’t believe his job is 
much harder than mine.

resting. never unworrled for an in- 
stant, but—’ 

And he was very serious, and his 
words came rather as if he were talking 
to himself. 

Vast Responsibility. 


“When I think that upon my coolness, 
my judgment, niy loyalty depends the 
welfare of millions of men, and women 
and children; when I think that I am 
head of an organization which means 
so much. for the present and the future 
of this country, I find strength and in- 
spiration for each task as it comes each 
minute in the day. I know that back of 
me is an army of the most devoted, 
loyal men in the nation; supporting and 
advising me the’ best and ablest assist- 
ants ever given a man in my position— 
and I am fortified. with their help and 
their support, to face the dangers that 
eonfront such a mammoth organtiza- 
tion as this, rich in possibilities for 
the schemeér and the demoralizer. I 
just hope, all the time, that what I am 
doing may be of some lasting good to 
the people who trust me.” 

I thought he might rest assured on 
that point. considering the work his 
organization had done in the last few 
vears to develop and make independent 
the south; considering that each day 
it was conquering new territory, work- 
ing nearer to the attainment of its 
ends: considering that those ends meant 
the betterment of each single industry 
that flourishes or saddens with the 
farmer.

HOW GREAT BRITAIN GOVERNS 
4,000,000 NATIVES OF AFRICA 


Continued From Page One. 
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Watered, and a large part of it !s cov- 
ered with a tropical forest filled with 
monkeys. The people are well-developed 
black negroes who devote themselves 
largely to stock reisims. They have 
cattle with horns s0 large that they 
Beem to be leading the beasts. In this 
fame region there are pvamies just like 
those which Stanley describes as living | 
in the forsesats of the Congo. 

These western natives are not so ad- 
vanced as. those of Uganda proper. 
Many of them go naked, and others are 
clad only in aprons of bark cloth tied 
by strings around their waists. These 
natives ornament their bodies -with 
stars. I have Seen sorne who have their 
breasts and stomachs cut in such pat- 
terns that they somewhat resemb'!e Per.- 
sian shawis. Many of them file their 
teeth, and, altogether, they are low in 
the scale of African civilization. 


The Capital of Uganda. 


I wish we could send U™nele Sam to 
Fntebbe and show him how John Bull 
handles these millions of savages. This 
country has more than half as many 
people as the Philippines, and some of 
them have for ages been noted for their | 
war-like characters. Joun Bull takes 
oare of them all with a few score of 
offictals and about 2,600 soldiers. His 
eoldiers are almost all native blacks, | 
and most of them have been recruited! 
from the country itself There are a | 
few Fast Indian siks, but the army) 
fa mainiy made up of what is known; 
as the King’s African Rifles. who are}! 
commanded by British generals, colo-| 
nele and captains. This force consists | 
of 1,600 blacks, and, in addition, there! 
are 1.000 native conetabies. It seems 
a small army to control 4,000,000 peo- 
ple. 

Nevertheless, the country is kept in 
perfect order, and law courts have been 
established in all the provinces. There 
is a supreme court to which appeals 
may be made. The people pay their 
tawes. In some of the provinces they 
are establishing schools, and altogether 
they are far better off than they have) 
ever been before. : 


Entebbe. 


This town of Entebbe fs the capital | 
of Uganda. It has the greater part of) 
the white population. which consists 

ll tola o€ just 400 souls, embracing) 
elghty-three women. The men are! 
chiefly British officials. They are well 
educated young fellows, fond of sport 
and devoted to tennis and golf, whith 
they play aimost every day. The women) 
are, as a rule, fine-looking Pinetlieh 
girls, the wives and daughters of these 
officials. They dress a8 well as our. 
girls at home, and if one could lift up 
this white colony and drop it down in. 
eny city of Bngland or the United 
States the people would not be out of 
piace. 

And how do these people live? 

Well. Rere at the capital they are bet- | 
ter off than in many parts of the in- 


' part of the 


terior. They have houses of sun-dried 
brick, roofed with galvanized iron. Very} 
iffew of the houses are of more than one 
story, but they have wide verandas and | 
the rooms are spread out over the, 
ground. Many of them are surrounded! 
by beautiful gardens, filled with all; 
sorts of tropical plants and trees. The! 
houses are built far apart along wide} 
roads of the red dirt of Uganda Some} 
of the roads are lined with flowering) 
trees. the most common being the Cape 
lily, which ts naw bearing a great mass 
of blue flowers. Indeed, there are 80 
many flowers and plants that one seems 
to be going through a botanical garden 
as he walks along the streets. 

The business part of the capital is 
given up to the East Indians. There 
are a half dozen or more galvanized 
iron stores filled with goods to sell to 
the natives. The brown-skinned mer- 
chants wear little yellow skull caps, ' 
calico pantaloons and long coats, but- 
toned high up in the neck. They have 
vellowish brown faces, dark eyes and 
curly black hafr. 

The governmem buftldings are scat- 
tered here and there over the hills. 
They are usually roofed with galvanized 
iron. They have brick walle and wide! 
porches. There are no native huts in| 
the town proper, and as a rule very few! 
buildinge thatched with straw. The po- | 
lice barracks form one of the excep- 
tiens. These He on the western edge; 
of Entebbe, and they consist of rude’ 
Nuba houusés, with cone-shapped roofs. | 

A Central African Hotel. 


The hotel here is about the only one) 
in central Africa. In moet other places 
one has to have his own tents or to! 
stap with the officials. I am usually 
able to get in with an official, and this 
was the case at Kampala, the native 
capital This new hotel is an oddity. 
It is made of mud and grass. The main 
buliding is, I judge. about fifty feet 
equare and it measures about twenty- 
five feet to the cone of the thatched 
roof. Ite fails are only twelve feet, 
high, but the roof does not begin for} 
several feet above them, a space of a 
yard perhaps being left for air between 
the walls and the rafters.

The 
bedrooms are floored the same way. but 
each has a rush mat made of papyrus 
reeds from Lake Victoria running across’ 
it. The beds themselves consist of a/| 
rude framework of wood, to which are, 
woven strips of antelope skins. Upon, 
these rush matting is laid and then a 
thin mattres of Uganda cotton. Every 
bad has its mosquito netting. This re-, 
gion is very malarious, and no one‘would. 
think of sleeping here without such.
